The cited prior art taken alone or in combination does not fairly suggest the claimed invention of 
retrieving a resource of program code from a source of program code and placing in resource in 
secure cache. Specifically, claims 1, 6 and 12 are directed to installing user profile into computer 
system to operate based on user profile rather than the computer system profile, impersonating

by the computer system the user profile at the first source, testing the computer system's access 
to the resource based on a user's profile and resource is read to the secure cache writing the 
resource to the secure cache of the computer system. Prior art teaches installing program in a 
fault tolerant manner and directs user to download program from predetermined web site and 
silent on to install user profile into computer system to operate based on user profile rather than 
the computer system profile, impersonating by the computer system the user profile at the first 
source, testing the computer system's access to the resource based on a user's profile and 
resource is read to the secure cache writing the resource to the secure cache of the computer 
system. Therefore, claimed invention improves on program code installation files, using the files 
for updates and repairs, and controlling the downloading of setup, updates, and error reports.
